Admiral Thomas arived at O.ihu on 
the25tb of July, and immediately solici­ 
ted interview with Kamehamuha, which 
wna granted him. 
At that interview the 
parties agreed to a aeries of articles, 
which seem to cover all the points thus 
far in dispute between the two island na­ 
tions. 
Iv a nu* Ii unit'hit confirms to British 
subject* all privileges enjoyed by any 
foreigner in Ina dominions ; promise* to 
grant personal interview a lo British naval 
commanding officers, aud to regularly 
appointed consular agents, on certain fix. 
rd conditions relating to interpreters; 
premises a not pro* in all suits in his 
courts against Charlton the British Coil- 
sui; promises kind treatment to British 
chiiiinals under arrest ; grunts trial by a 
jury of the two races iii quarrels between 
Fnglishineu aud H a w a iia n s ; and grants 
to tho British Consul tho privilege of 
Hung present when lie sits in council on 
cases rn which British subjects are inter­ 
ested. 
T he Admiral, acting for Queen Victo. 
ria, assents to the King's objection to ac. 
know bilging and ad interim consuls who 
may havo violated Ina laws, despised his 
authority and disturbed his kingdom.— 
Aud tho two parties mutually agree that 
farther subjects in dispute shall bo refer, 
red to the decision of the British Govern­ 
ment, sod adjusted by tho representatives 
of the two powers, iii such manlier na 
thia Government shall propose. 
They 
farther agree, that these articles shall not 
contravene any treaty already entered iii. 
to at London. 
’('lie signatures to these articles were 
exchanged on the 31 ut of July, and the 
Admire! at once published them, with a 
declaration that he did not accept the 
“ provisional act of session” made to 
Lord George (’unlet, and that all British 
authority in these island* was at an end. 
He said that the King had formed ex­ 
aggerated views of the difficulties be­ 
tween the Governments, and claimed 
for Great Britain tho credit of protect­ 
ing and fostering, rather limn desiring to 
crush feeble and “ incipient” States. 
Kamehumehn, on assuming tho reins 
of government, issued an act of pardon to 
all who had obeyed or acted under the 
Government de facto, and proclaiming 
festivals aud holidays for ten days.
